London, Nov. 17. 

Sir John Nott Bower, 
Commissioner of Police for 
the greater London area, 
suid today that Scotland 
Yard was determined “to 
stamp out any trace of 
corruption in the Metropoll- 
tan Police wherever it may 
arise.” 

Bul, he criticised’ some press 
reports of bribery in the London 
police force as “grossly unfalr” 
ancl “unwarranted attacks upolm 
a fine and conscientious bedy 
of men and women,” 

He termed it “grossly unjust” 
that) the entire police force 
shotud be condemadcd because ‘a 
few weaker spirits yleld to 
lemptatiom.” 

His statement, an unusual atep 
stressing: the gravity with which 
he views present widespread 
eriucign of the police, carne 
after mimerous reports In the 
press that the police foree was 
under Investigadop and allegu- 
ona that police were fn the pay 
of gqurgsters in the Saho 
Bonemlan London quarter. 

KNIFE FIGHT 

The police came fire 
after the nolortous knife Nght in 
Soho between Jack “Spot'" 
Comer, self-confessed gangster 
No, 1, and Albert Dimes, — Al- 
though both men were severely 
wounded in the running battle, 
they were eventually acquitted. 
Since then, a number of people 
have been arrested, including 
Mrs Comer, on charges of con- 
pplring to defeat the course of 
justice. 

Sir John Nott Bower said that 
he could not comment on some 
of the press reports as they con- 
cemed matterp “Ukely to be- 
come the subject of erlminal 
proceedings” and to comment 
un any speciiic allegation would 
be interfering with the course 
of Justloc, 

He dented a press report that 
450 men might be transferred 
from the West End Central 
London Police Division and that 
muny offleers had come under 
suspicion. 

NO IMPORTANCE 

He denied press reports 
“top secret or even secret 
papers" had been missed from 
Scotland Yard. Pollce papers 
relating to women with criminal 
records, which were fond in a 
private house iecently, had “no 
security importance whatever," 
he said.

: “I and my 
officers wilt do. our duty, how- 
ever unplensant that duty may 
be, but I would be wrong IfI did

corrupt—suggestions which are 
grossly unfair, have no founda- 
tion, in’ fact, ind can do untold 
harm to the morale of London's 
police.""—China Mail Special.
